In this case, however, the operations 
are so contrived as to include a great variety 
of artizans in the same establishment so that 
iron ore goes in at one end and comes out an 
tron ship af the other. The actual building 
of a ship is the least important of the opera- 
tions, for it is only a question of fisting and 
rivetting the ribs and plates already. cut and 
shaped before they are hauled on the 
biilding ground. By the old system a great 
deal of time was lost in the selection and 
bewing of timber after selected. An iron 
ship building establishment is a most inters 
esting scene, and 1 wish I could describe its 
various operations so as to give an idea of the 
atartling contrast between the old and the 
new systems of buiidings. The old or wooden 
system, like the ships it produced, was mater 
iallymffected by wind and weather, but the 
new svatem is independent in that respect, for 
the great_r portion of the works are covered, 
and like the ships it furnishes, when once gct 
in motion it-never. stops until the werk is 
done.
